Convict Labor.
Labor Commissioner Carroll D Wright

has Issued a report devoted to the subject
of convict labor. The question as to bow
tho criminal undergoing luiprlsouui.'tit
shall be dealt with Is ono that has for years
been attracting tbo attention ot tho thought-
ful.

Of lata tho org inlzatlons ot working nen
bavc been demanding that ou vl.:t la'nr
shall not bo put In competition with their
labor In anyway, which would naeessirlly
result In coullnlng tbe oavlcU wltbiut
requiring any labor from them, anltbtt
means that those ut tbe criminal cl.tsiss
who have been triel and convlctel mist
be supported In Idleness by tbe labar of the
honcit class. -

Tho labor of convicts was originally In-

tended simply to provide for their support
aud keep them from being a charge upon
tho community. Gradually this was changad
Into a plan by which tbo stato coild m tke
money off tbe labor ot Itsonvlctod erlm
Inals. Penitentiaries and prison houses
were turned into great factories, whire
almost everything was mide flit wis

outside of tbo prism walls. In
other states the convicts wero lease 1 to la-

bor both Inside and outside tli j prison, tba
object being t? utnsaas tiiut'ei then
most profitable to the state, wltbo tt care
for tbo prisoners tuoinieWus, sir as ta bov
others wero affected.

Commissioner Wright suggests th i plu
cf dolug away with the use ut nuubliiury
and employing tho convicts ut haul lab ir,
using only "tools an 1 bant machines."
This would reduce tbo competition ti a

minimum, as tbo product ot convicts tlnu
employed would not be large enough to
visibly affect tho market.

As It is, with all tbo machinery used nn

with the leasing system, the labor ot tb
convicts of tbo country only proJuoes 13

percent, of tho cost of maintaining tin
prisons. The tables given by the cnmaiis-slonc- r

show tho entire running expenses of
tbe prisons ot the country tuba i, 1 101,
and tbo entire Income from convict labor
to be 13,512,000.

Tbo system which Commissioner Wright
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recommends has just been adopted by tho
stato of Massachusetts, and presumably at
tho recommendation of Sir. Wright, ai ho
Is not only commissioner ot labor for tbo
United States, but also holds tbo satni
position for tho stito of Massachusetts, and
possibly Mr. Wright may havo somo preju-

dices In favor ot tho system adopted by his
own state. Whether this Is so or not, tho
plan suggested Is an Improvement on tbo
present systems, but not so groat a ono as
Is tho methods of tho model prison ot Cali-

fornia, somo description of which has been
given In tho National ltEruiiuoAN.

Unfortunately, oven It tho commissioner
bad discovered and reported a perfect plan
for tho governance ot prisons, tbcro Is no
pov, cr to enforce It, Nearly all tho prisons are
stato Institutions, and cannot be con-

trolled by national legislation. Tho report,
however, may do somo good by calllm? tbe
attention ot tbo states to better methods ot
prison government.

It was not necessary for tlio Toledo JHnde
to poll Its Itcpubllcan readers In tbo country
to learn tho drift ot Itcpubllcan sontlmont.
It all tends ono way. Tbo situation re-

quires a certain personal enthusiasm for tbo
candidate. It was .practicable la 1800 to
erouso Itcpubllcan enthusiasm for Mr. Lin-

coln, although bo was comparatively llttlo
known, and although his nomination In-

volved tbo defeat of tbo most conspicuous
Itcpubllcan candidate Mr. Seward, boeauso
tho cause Itself was Inspiring, and any lit
camlldato was Invested with tho enthusiasm
which It awakened. It was a campaign of
tho most Intense feeling, but It was feeling
for an Idea, for a principle, for a cause.
Hut now tho conditions aro vcrv different.
Tho contest noxt year will bo for power,
not for principles or Ideas or causes, aud
tho enthusiasm must bo supplied bv tbe
personality of tho candidate.

Probably nobody doubts that If tho Re-
publican convention should bo held
row It would break out lrrcpresstbly Into
shouts for lllalno, and ho would bo nomi-
nated by acclamation. Certainly nobody
supposes that there would any enthusiasm
whatever for Sherman or Allison or II irrl --

son, or for any ono but lllalno. Tho con-
viction In tho pnrtv which opposed most
strenuously tho Ulalno movement In 1S3I
will not be represented In tho convention.
Tbo Sherman candidacy would be one ot
respect and calculation, but that Is not tbe
kind which standi against a lava stream ot
personal devotion. Tbcro are undoubtedly
many liepubllcans who would prefer defeat
with lllalno to success with any other can-
didate. They will push tbo assertion tbat
to putasldo as unavailable, tho ono man who
Is tbo plumed knight ot tho 1'cpubllcan
host will be a confession tbat bo was beaten
for Mulllganlan reasons, and tbat tint
would bo baso tor a Republican convention.
Moreover, to set him nsldo would be a defer-
ence to tbo hated Mugwumps. It would
gitc ineiu tho cnanco to soy mat tncy nan
prevented tbo nomination.
